itand off the police, and also con- 
irms every one of the sensational 
itatements made by Wharton Gol- 
den when he took the witness stand 
ing the examining trial of Caleb 
rere. After the murder, accord- 
to Culton. Taylor was appro- 
live lest Yostsey should tell ol 
the conspiracy, and spoke of furn- 
ishing him money to send him out of 
the State. All the prisoners were 
denied bail except Culton, all save 
him refusing to submit any evidence- 
in support of the motion. A change 
of venue to Scott county was grant- 
ed in all the cases save that of Oil 
ton, who has not asked a change 
but simply seeks bail. The cases 
will probably come up for trial in 
July. The prisoners will be re- 
moved to Georgetown probably on 
Monday.
